Spada Forciga Correspondence of The Constitution. } 
Paris, March 11, 1871. 

N> Fretchmaa can guestion the extreme, 
liberalism of the constitation of 1791, and 
one of the articles of the Declaration of the 
Rizhts of manef 1793 sets forgh, that a por- 
tion of the peeple, cannot exercise the power 
«f the whole nation, and that men armed can- 
not deliberate. Proudhon was certainly not 
tun aristocrat, yet he wrote, “ The Jacobin is 
yieither a jurist, philosopher nor statesman— 
he is not an instruetor-of the multitude—but 
2 rhetorician, a chalatan, who in place of 
j leas employs images, and instead of seeking 
conviction, works at ‘agitation. ” 

The extreme party in Paris, which now 
makes such a hubbub, forgets the inw and 
the prophets. I[ustead of one government, 
Paris lias at present a half dozen—it is Mont- 
raarire, not Thiers, that holds sway. If this 
anarchic position be not speedily changed, 
}rance will suifer severely. Her credit can 
only be secured by economy, wisdom and 
good conduct, and if the Executive be beard- 
ed, insulted, disobeyed or held in check, there 
can be no serious guarantee for its stability. 
Yo practice all the civic virtues is the para- 
mount duty of -the nation; such alone Fo 
beget riches and repair the devastions of the 
war. 

Of all forms of republicanism, the socialis- 
tic has not the slightest chance of takin 
root. « Its “ red flag”-is-simply the emblem o 
| _ TERROR AND CHAOS, 

It wishes simply to permanently reign—as 
if any government could decree its own eter- | 
nity. Napoleon IIT! was voted. the heredi> 
tary succession of the throne of France, but 
Lis “ perpetuity” perished at Sedan.
